In discussing the matter they 
were more or less indignant because 
of open charges made by klan leetur- 
ers and organizers that hundreds of the 
Guardsmen of the state are “citizens" 
of the “invisible empire.” 
“The National Guard is not that 
kind of an organization,” the local of­ 
ficers said. “We believe in law en­ 
forcement, as citizens, and as Guards­ 
men we are sworn to help enforce the 
law whenever called upon to do so. 
When the Guard answers a call for 
assistance in enforcing the law, it re­ 
sponds in a spirit that makes no al­ 
lowances for classes or cliques, that 
does qot differentiate between 
races 
and creeds. The Guard could not be the 
great citizen reserve army that it is 
if it were honeycombed with members 
whose allegiance is divided 
between 
the Htars and Srtipes and the flaming 
cross. Guardsmen would not be worthy 
the respect of anybody if they under­ 
took to cover their uniform with a bed 
sheet and their faces with a tow.saek.”

One of the most important manu­ 
scripts is Aury's rough draft of his 
memorial to the Republic of New Gre­ 
nada.

that the present depression is not of 
his making and that be feels some 
what that 
what he termed 
imwtp- 
u la tion of the hoard’s powers has been 
like the “ravishing of his own baby.” 
“This depression is not of my mak­ 
ing,” he insisted. “I constructed an in­ 
strument of credit never equated la 
this entire world. I expected it would 
be used and executed in the spirit in 
which it was written—to give stability 
to credits. But it has been sadly mat. 
administered. 
“I do not charge the depression en­ 
tirely to the Federal Reserve Board. 
It would have been impossible for us 
to finish a war without experiencing 
a reaction. But the board was not 
justified in denying business the cred­ 
it it had been taught to depend on and 
use. Whenever credit is suddenly sti­ 
fled the country is on the road to 
ruin, 
“The Federal Reserve Board 
was 
like a man who jumps from a ninth 
story window to the ground believ­ 
ing that it is the quickest way to de­ 
scend. It realized there 
must be a 
period of deflation, but 
It 
brought 
such a period about too abruptly. 
“I have felt a sense of consuming 
wrath over the action of this board. 
I feel as if my own baby had been rav­ 
ished. 
I do not charge the board with 
any criminal purpose«. But it got the 
wrong viewpoint. 
“We’re recovering now. but 
we’ve 
had to get along without credit and 
work hard to bring about the improve, 
ment. After a while our recovery will 
be an economic expansion such as the 
world has ever known.”—Ft. 
Worth

the opinion in the community that to complete the High 
School course is “the thing to do.” 


\ 
CITY' PLANNING. 


At a meeting held in New York recently, some six hun­ 
dred eminent citizens gathered to support the planfc of the 
Ruasell Sage Foundation for a greater New York, among 
them being Elihu Root and Herbert Hoover. Mr. Root and 
Mr. Hoover and others are attempting to look ahead a cen­ 
tury or two, and discern the outlines of the future city; 
trying to determine whether it shall be “a sprawling, tum­ 
bled, uncouth thing, an octopus spreading loose tentacles 
out. through Long Island, np the shores of the Hudson, 
over the flat reaches of New Jersey, or an ordered group 
of communities built around industries and 
schools 
and 
Иш« of transportation, planned to spread the population 
and draw it out of the choked tumbled streets of the pres­ 
ent city.” 


Sometimes we laugh a bit at the city planners, and aeuse 
them of wishing to subordinate everything 
practical to 
ideas of beauty; but unquestionably there ought to tie a 
place for them in the scheme of things, and there is no 
reason why their ranks should be confined to the “pro- 
fwasional" artist—if the artistic temperament can be pro­ 
fessional. There arc scores upon scores of cities and towns 
in the United States where the surrounding territory is 
«till to be had at reasonable prices, with streets too narrow 
to accommodate the traffic upon them. And in every ease 
the land was cheap enough In the beginning. There were 
reasons, of course, in the early days of our pioneer history, 
for people living close together. They lmd to for protec­ 
tion- But even towns built within recent years, have as 
a rule streets of only ordinary width, while the matter of 
looking ahead any farther than the width of the streets is 
absolutely neglected. 


And for a town to be planned with an eye to beauty 
would not by any means be encouraging waste or luxury. 
YYe flail eometlmes to consider that one of the chief in­ 
gredients of beauty is ordiliness ; and ordiliness is THE 
chief ingredient of economy, efficiency, and practical use­ 
fulness. Ordiliness, proportion, relative scales and an eye 
to the future of the town are the attributes which should 
be ¿brought to the consideration of the subject of planning 
It, and there ia no question but they would pay good div­ 
idends. 


Undoubtedly the far-seeing eye is the most needed and 
the scarcest where such matters are to be decided on ; but 
we frequently find it in very 
unexpected 
places. Many 
years ago, when Texas University was still a small school, 
and the forty acres surrounding it seemed of vast expanse 
to the three hundred students and the little handful of 
professors, a man sat in the Governor’s seat at Austin who 
bad this far-seeing eye. He was not an artist ; he was the 
moat practical, most literal, least sentimental of щеп—but 
when a delegation from the Faculty came to him to talk 
over the project of erecting a Y. М. C. A. building on the 
Uampus, Gov. Hogg instantly, vehemently and emphatically 
▼ etoed the idea. And then he pointed out to these men, 
who had not thought so far into the future, just how inad­ 
equate that forty-acre campus would be in a few years, 
1 and the mistake it had been to erect a single one of what 
be called “the bash houses’’ on it. The years have veri- 
fiied his foresight. At that time, all the territory the Uni- 
n versity could have needed might have been had for a song ; 


m o w we are paying over two million dollars for i t 


* 
We have had another illustration closer home. Twenty 
years ago Professor Rogers urged that sufficient grounds 
for future needs of the Comanche High School be purchased 
west of the old school building. 
It was unoccupied then, 
stnd could have been had for less than a song—all we could 
• ever have used for a High School and for the Primary and 
РЦрмттаг school for that section of the town. These are 
things that we all should give more time to thinking about. 
¡And we should he more receptive of far-^ ing ideas when 
«re presented by those who have thought them out.

GIVING AWAY BABIES 


It is said that besides the great number* of Infants aban 
doned annually in Now York City, one baby a day is given 
away through the medium of newspaper advertising, a sit 
nation unfair to both sides of the transaction, as too little 
attention is paid to either the kind of person adopting the 
child, or the kind of child adopted, as shown through a 
six months investigation of the matter by thé N. Y. State 
Charities Aid Association. The only safe way to choose 
a child, is through the aid of responsible organizations who 
can furnish correct information and even dependable ad 
vice to a person desiring to adopt a child, and can secure rt 
liable information and lend proper guarantees for the pro 
tectiou of the child. 
Such orgnizations can make a poim 
of finding hemes first for the children whose heredity and 
previous environment are the most 
promising, 
because 
they are the most valuable, they will pay the greatest di. 
vidonds uiMm the investment. 
But of course this applies only to instances where par­ 
ties te such transactions are “strangers.” It used to be, 
before we had so many institutions to care for children, 
that every community cared for practically all its aban­ 
doned or orphaned children. All over the country 
there 
were families that in addition to bringing up ten or a doz­ 
en children properly belonging in it, took in half or as 
many more to bring up, not because their hearts or homes 
were empty of children, but because they were faced by an 
obvious duty. We need the institutions to 
care for the 
children who cannot be cared for otherwise ; but there is 
not enough of this feeling of responsibility for the chil­ 
dren of our own communities who may be left homeless. 
It’s easier to contribute money than personal effort and re­ 
sponsibility; but it can never be worth as much, or be a 
substitute.
